Henry 1 Wise. 

Private intelligenee from Earope reports 
the death of thie well-known naval officer and 
author, at Naples, on the Ist inst. Captain 
Wise was in the fiftieth year of his age, 
been born in Brooklyn on the 12th of May, 
1819. On the 8th of February, 1834, he entered 
the naval service as a midshipman, serving on 
the sloops Erie and Cyane, on the coast of 
Florida, during the Semiuole war. On the 
16th of July, 1836, he recetved his warrant as 
passed midshpman, and in October, 1846, was 
promoted to the rank of master. As such the 
deceased served in the Pacific during the war 
with Mexico. During February of 1847 he 
was promoted to the rank of lieutenant, 
and from 1852 to 1855 was flag lie tenaut 
of the Mediterranean squadron. Qn the 
return home of the Japanese ambassa- 
dors, Lieutenant Wise saecompanied them 
on board the frigate ra, In 1862 hé 


was appointed a Commander jn the navy and 
assigned to duty as Assistant Chief ot the 


Ordnance Bureau at Washington. 
tion he beld during the rebellion with credit 
and success. In December, 1866, he was com- 
missioned a Captain, and last year he was 
granted leave of absence, with permission to 
visit Europe. Fora long period Capt. Wise 
did duty on the coast survey, and his reports 
are ly rewarded as about the most re- 
liable accounts of the points surveyed by him 
that are in our possession. As an author, the 
best known of his works are ‘‘Los Gringos” 
(1850), being a series of sketches of travel 
through Mexico, California, Peru, Chili and 


. Polynesia; Tales for the Marines“ (1855), 


‘Seam parias’’ (1859), and Captain Brand, of 
the Schooner Centipede”’ (1860). Capt. Wise 
possessed a large circle of friends and a- 
quaintances, to whom le was endeared by his 
many sterling qualitics, and who will deeply 
regret his death.

WHO Is c. w. SMITH? 
Last fall, a party designating himself as C. W. 
Smith came to this city from Evansville, Indiana, 
ostensibly asafiour dealer and oil speculator. 
He did not wear spectacles, like the comfidence 


but he was a man who, once well seen, would not 
te forgotten. His dress was rather on the ordi- 
nary, and he was not a man likely to be taken for 
a dieguised count or an in cog. baron. His head 
was bald on the crown, and what hair was left 
was What is spoken of in common parlance as 
“inclined to be gray.“ His eyes were sadly out 
of rear, and he seemed to be looking all ways at 
once—he had the misfortune of being cross-eyed. 
He was said to have been at one time a lawyer in 
Philadelphia, and it was further stated that he 
had a wife and three children in Evans ville. 
SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES. 
Mr. Smith visited this city frequently, and at 
length drew upon himself the attention of some 
of our detectives. He would come and go; but 
it is alleged he never came without plenty of 
money, and never went away before he had spent 
around sum. He appeared to have a passion for 
lottery tickets, and, it is sgjd, invested largely in 
this kind of merchandizdé every time he came to 
Louisville. Where be crew his money from—as 
he was not known to have bought or sold any 
flour or petroleum—was a mystery; but whose 
business was this,and how was it to be found 
out? 
BUYING FLOUR. 
On one occasion Smith stepped into the office of 
a dealer in lottery tickets and purchased three. 
He went out then, but soon after returned, al- 
most breathless, saying that he wanted to bor- 
row four dollars, as he was just about to make a 
splendid investment in flour. He would return, 
soon, be said, to pay back the money, and would 
then buy some mere lottery tickets. The agent 
loaned him the money,but Smith never returned, 
either to report the success of his flour invest- 
ment or to pay the debt he had so hastily con- 
t ° 
NIS ARREST. 
With all these ciycumstances against Smith,the 
Getectives had something to start on in working 
up the case. This was at length accomplished by 
Detectives C. W. Tiller, Alex. Gilmore and Jack 
Gallegher, and he was captured here on Friday 
last, after getting through an alley at a pretty 
lively pace. He was lodged in jall as a suspected 
felon, and next morning was presented in the 
City Court, but the case was continued until this 
morning, When he will again be arraigned. 
DEVELOPMENTS. 
On the person of Smith after his arrest were 
found a small account book and papers showlag 
him to be connected with a real or imaginary 
gift enterprise in Philadelphia, the name and 
plan of which is fully set forth in the following 
circular, which he had in his possession:

Ihe Crazy Canines Not so Dangerous 
After All. 
The number of rabid dogs which have re- 


cently appeared in different portions of the city, 
nt ve edused a good dea} of alarm; so much that 


that much abused body, the General Council, 
has ordered the indiscriminate massacre of all 
the unmuzzied found running at large after 
the first of May, and has notified the dog-owners 
that their noisy and troublesome pets must be 
kept within their premises on and after the date 
above mentioned. Sothe first of May, or the

In Nashvill’, last summer, a clean sweep was 
made of the canine population. The police of 
that city arrested“ all dogs found running at 


tured, they were taken to the workhouse. 
Further, a reward of fifty cents was offered for 
the living corpus of every unmuzzied cur, and 
the boys made smal) fortunes while the dogs 
lasted. All the dogs captured were impounded 
at the workbouse, and the owners could reclaim 
them only on the payment of a certain tee—a 
dollar, perhaps. The law was to the effect that 
should the dogs not be called for at the ex- 
pirationfof a given time, they should die, and as 


many whose owners had neither the means nor 
the dispesition to reclaim them, the 
day of execution saw an immense 
number to be sacrificed. Various modes of death 
were discussed previous to the execution. Some 
thought hanging the most humane (or at least 
the most human) process, while others talked of 
poison, pistols, and clubs. Poison was at last de- 
cided upon. Tbe unconscious brutes were to be 
sent out of the world while in the act of a mid- 
day nap in the shade. The poison was duly ad- 
ministered, but somebow the canine systems 
were unprepared for it, and they didn’t die worth 
acent; Then, time being precious, two big ne- 


armed with clubs, threw themselves into | 


the midst of the martyrs and laid about, right 
and left, “fetching’’ one of the poor brutes at 
every blow, so that in a few minutes not one dog 
ofall that grand canine accumulation survived. 
What became of the bodies was never definitely 


known, but for some time afterward there were 
paragraphs in the pagers which bore mysterious | 


references to the sa kers. 

We have good medical authority for saying 
that rabid dogs are not as dangerous as many 
people suppose. They are not entirely indispen- 
sable in the family, however, and we do not wish 
to be understood as advising anybody to keep 
them on hand. The bite of a mad dog is never 
dangerous when the teeth of the animal pass 
through clothing, for, by the contact, the poison 
is wiped from the teeth, which then pass almost 
harmlessly into the flesh of the per- 
son atiacked. Then, too, there are many 
whom the bite will not effect. One of the 
French kings, 
that whenever it should happen that a number 
of persons should be bitten at one time by a rabid 
dog. they should all be seized and placed in a 
hospital until the resultin each case could be 
known. Shortly after this twenty-one persons 
were bitten at one time, bya rabid dog which 
passed through a lane, andthe King’s orders 
were carried out. Every one of the persons bit- 
ten was placed in a hospital, but not one of them 
died. 

Very often people bitten frighten themselves to 
death, when they have really had no cause o 
alarm.

MANUFACTURSS. 

Mr. Joyes proposed that when the question of 
subr itting the charter to a vote of the people ts 
taken, so much of the charter as relates to the 
establishment of the Louisville Board of Manu- 
factures be voted upon separately. He stated 
that most probably there were some in favor of 
the charter proper and against the portio 1 re- 
lating to manufactures. A division of the mat- 
ter would remove all danger to the charter 
itself. 

Mr. Bowser was opposed to dividing the vote, 
and advocated the submission of the charter asa 
whole. 

Mr. Trabue said this convention was not ex- 
pected to create banking institutions, as contem- 
plated in the Board of Manufacturers. He did 
not think the charter should be burthened with 
a measure of this kind, and urged its detach- 
ment from the charter when submitted to the 


Mr. Thixtom remarked that the manufacturing 
project would Meet with more favor at the hands 
of the voting populace than some gentiemen sup- 
pose or seem willing to admit.
